Substance of Interview : 

Applicant focused discussion on the patentability of claim 1 1 in light of the prior 
art. Applicant noted that the basis of rejection for claim 1 1 in the past Office Action 
recited aspects which appears to combine portions of the embodiment of Figure 1 and 5 
of GB 2272604, and therefore the rejection was improper. 
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Interview Summary: May 18, 2007 

Applicant further indicated that the combination of the '165 patent and the GB 
'604 patent did not disclose all the limitations of claim 11, because a separate 
transmitter for transmitting a test signal would not be using the "transmit-and receive" 
path of the system, but rather a separate one. The Examiner considered the '165 patent 
to disclose that the "transmitter" sending the test signal could be the transmitter in the 
transmitter/receiver in the base station, not necessarily a separate remote transmitter. In 
response, the Applicant submitted that the combination would be improper, as the '165 
patent discloses sending a test signal that does not use an antenna, whereas the '604 
patent discloses that an antenna is used, and that combination of the two would require 
re-engineering the '165 into an embodiment that is not disclosed. 

The Examiner responded that he was of the opinion that the prior art anticipated 
or rendered obvious claim 1 1 and would not allow claim 11.
